Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has fully considered applicant's arguments but they 
are not persuasive. It is examiners position that given a careful reading, the claims do not distinguish over the prior art of record. The examiner has given 
the broadest reasonable definition of the second processor configured to generate a second control signal based on a monitored parameter of the device 
and a device configured to relay information to a practioner in the claims and the Applicant's representatives arguments fail to convince of an otherwise 
meaning. As previously discussed the device and elements of Elsberry are capable of generating a signal based upon the monitored sensor output, 
additionally the limitations claimed are functional and it is well established that a recitation with respect to the manner in which an apparatus is intended 
to be employed, i.e., a functional limitation, does not impose any structural limitation upon the claimed apparatus which differentiates it from a prior art 
reference disclosing the structural limitations of the claim, see In re Pearson, 494 F.2d 1 399, 1 8 1 USPQ 64 1 (CCP A 1 974). The prior art of record 
teaches all elements as claimed and these elements satisfy all structural, functional, operational, and spatial limitations currently in the claims. Therefore 
the standing rejections are proper and maintained. Examiner suggests the addition of language to overcome the prior art of record including defining the 
monitored aspect of the sensor, or describe the signal generation process. 
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
